Quietly Arranges 


Legal Steps 


Quietly but decidedly, Bald- 


win Park citizens took action 
against the establishment of a 
sewage disposal plant by the 
city of Covina on its property 
two miles southwest of Baldwin 
Park at a mass meeting held 
in the Central grammar school 
auditorium Saturday evening, 
the meeting being called by the 
Baldwin Park chamber of com- 
merce. 


The concrete result of the meeting 


was the circulating of a petition pro- 
testing against the construction of 
the plant on the proposed site. This 
petition, which will be presented to 
the Covina city council, and county 
and state officials, reads as follows: 


"The citizens of Baldwin Park, in 


mass meeting assembled, do hereby 
protest against the sewage disposal 
plant proposed to be constructed and 
maintained by the city of Covina and 
object to having it in or on the pro- 
posed location." 


Those who went to the meeting 


expecting to hear an outburst of 
deflamatory oratory against Covina 
were disappointed. The meeting had 
but one purpose, that of taking ac- 
tion that would preclude any possi- 
bility of the plant being established 
at the proposed site, where citizens

a loss. 


After consulting wit11 friends anc 


business associates, Mr. Werden las 
week decided to retire from the 
business. He and his family will con- 
tinue to make Covina their home 
and will reside at their ranch on Eas 
San Bernardino road. 


Mr. and Mrs. Werden came to Co- 


vina from Monrovia in 1918, the Pal- 
ace of Sweets first being, as its name 
implied, a candy shop, the cafe be- 
ing added to the business some tinn 
later, and as the business grew manj 
changes and alterations being made 
to care for the increasing trade.

above, brought about the appoint- 
ment of three committees, a finance 
committee to raise funds for any 
necessary legal expenses to fight the 
proposal in court, a strategy commit- 
tee to be in general charge of the 
campaign to keep the plant from be- 
ing built near the city of Baldwin 
Park, and a third committee to con- 
fer with Covina city officials in an 
effort to arrive at some solution of 
the problem, that will be satisfactory 
to all concerned. 


Talking with an Argus reporter 


Monday, one of the leading profes- 
sional men of Baldwin Park said: 
"The meeting Saturday night had 
only one purpose in view. We are 
not going to allow the plant to be 
built at the proposed site. We do 
not want any rift to come between 
our city and Covina, and we realize 
fully that Covina is up against a 
hard problem to find an outlet for 
its sewer system, but we are not go- 
ing to let them dump it onto us, re- 
gardless of the kind of plant they 
may build. There was no malice in 
the meeting. I think that most of 
our citizens know that your city 
council has no idea that such a plan 
would go thru, but made the appli- 
cation simply to force the issue and 
compel the county and state health 
officials to work out some way 
whereby all the cities in this district 
can secure sewage disposal.

Work will be resumed on San 


Gabriel dam No. 1 under revis- 
ed specifications calling for a 
$3,000,000 additional expendi- 
ture, within thirty days, it was 
estimated Wednesday by the 
West Slope Construction com- 
pany, following a supplemental 
agreement negotiated by the 
supervisors. 


Estimated cost of the new struc- 


ture will be $11,743,310, with spill- 
way, according to Chief Engineer C. 
H. Howell, as against $8,600,527 un- 
der the original plans, without spill- 
way. 


In the space of some eight hours 


Wednesday, the supervisors obtained 
the approval of their citizens' advis- 
ory committee to the new plans laid 
before the supervisors Tuesday, and 
agreed to the modified contract call- 
ing for the $3,000,000 additional ex- 
penditure, directed the chief engi- 
neer to transmit the plans to the 
state engineer for approval, and in- 
structed the county counsel to start 
appropriate court action to approve 
the modified contract.

Record Years

Ranchers and orchardists thruout 


the San Gabriel Valley this week are 
rejoicing over the rains of Sunday 
and Monday last, which brought the 
precipitation for the season to 23.12 
inches, which assures the latest irri- 
gation for many, many years. 


While in some sections of the 


county torrential storms occurred, 
flooding lowlands and causing at 
least three deaths in southern Cali- 
fornia, that section of the state 
kno'yn as the San Gabriel valley re- 
ports thousands of dollars in bene- 
fits, with no damage by washing to 
groves, roads or bridges. 


Only four times in the fifty-eight 


years that weather bureau records 
have been kept has a season's rain- 
fall surpassed this year to date, and 
nearly two months of the current 
season remains. Records for the 
seasons yet to be beaten are: 1883- 
84, 38.18 inches; 1889-90, 34.84 inches; 
1892-93, 26.28 inches; 1913-14, 23.65 
inches. 


Elias T. Shields, who for the past 


seven years has made his home with 
the J. A. Moorhead family at their 
ranch on East Badillo street, was in- 
stantly killed on Wednesday morn- 
ing when the horse-drawn vehicle 
in which he was riding was struck 
by the ten-o'clock eastbound Pacific 
Electric passenger train. The acci- 
dent occurred at a private crossing 
450 feet east of Reeder street, known 
as the Ruddock siding. 


According to J. I. Campbell, mo- 


torman, he first saw the horse and 
wagon at a distance of 90 feet when 
it came from between a string of 
refrigerator cars standing on the 
siding. He threw on the emergency 
and whistled three short blasts and 
if the horse had accelerated its 
speed the wagon would have clear- 
ed, stated the motorman. The horse 
cleared the track, the train striking 
the wagon in the center, carrying 
it down the track about 100 feet on 
the cowcatcher . The man was 
thrown to the side of the rails and 
died within a few minutes. He has a 
nephew living in La Verne. 


The evidence at the inquest re- 


vealed that the victim was deaf and 
evidently did not hear the oncoming 
train. The string of fifteen freight 
cars standing on the siding also ob- 
structed the view. The road is a 
private right-of-way for the con- 
venience of the abutting property- 
owners. 
The jury at the inquest fully ex- 


onerated the members of the train 


The prolonged wet season has been 


ideal for the development of the 
European brown snail, states R. N. 
Hutchison, horticultural 
inspector. 


Persons who find the fruit or fol- 


iage of trees or shrubs or plants be- 
ing damaged by snails should use the 
following arsenical bait for their 
control: 16 pounds bran and one 
pound of calcium arsenate. 
This 


should be mixed dry and enough 
water added to barely moisten the 
brand so that when it is broadcast 
by hand it will spread without drop- 
ping in lumps. The poisoned bait 
should be well scattered up thru the 
tree, around the trunk, and around 
the skirts of the tree. This is im- 
portant. 


Good results should be obtained 


by putting it on within the next few 
days, as best controls are generally 
obtained following rains or irriga- 
tion. Using this formula of bran 
mash, which spreads easily without 
lumping, there should be no danger 
whatsoever of poisoning any kind 
of birds or livestock. 


The past week or ten days has 


shown a decided increase in aphis 
infestation, in the opinion of Mr. 
Hutchison. Growers should be on 
the alert and watch the condition of 
the aphis in their groves. Some 
treatment has been applied and more 
acreage is showing heavier infesta- 
tions each day. Recommendations 
for control are using nicotine com- 
pounds, either as a dust or spray. 
Some new materials are on the mar- 
ket which show in experimental 
work good control for aphis.

All ma- 
terials will be taken from quarry 
No. 10 at the dam site, and will be 
rolled and packed in place. 


A huge spillway structure, involv- 


ing the driving of a forty-foot tun- 
nel thru the west abutment, is a 
feature of the new plans. The thirty- 
foot diversion tunnel now construct- 
ed will be used for outlet pipes. 


COMMITTEE REPORT 


The citizens' advisory committee, 


composed of taxpayers thruout the 
county, submitted to the supervisors 
the following report: 


"After reviewing the matters sub- 


mitted to the committee and consul- 
tation with the public officials con- 
nected with this work, your com- 
mittee desires to express full faith 
and confidence in the engineers now 
acting and advisors of the flood con- 
trol district, to-wit: C. H.-Howell 
and F. E. Trask.

Worldwide Ramblings of 
a Covina Orange Grower

(Note—This is a continuation -of 


a series of letters which will appear 
in the Argus from Ben F. Thorpe, 
civic leader and orange grower, who 
with his wife left recently on a four- 
months' trip to the South Sea is- 
lands, New Zealand, Australia, East 
Indies, China and Japan. Mr. Thorpe 
is a worldwide traveler and his let- 
ters are always of interest, dealing 
with the intimate social life of the 
countries which he visits). 


Batavia, Java, 


February 23, 1935. 
Dear Argus: 


When we left the "last paradise" 


of Bali we thought we had departed 
from the most beautiful place on 
earth, but when we came to Java 
we found that nature had been just 
as generous with this land. The 
great difference is only in the people, 
the beauty of the landscapes being 
just as lovely here as there. 


We stopped a day at Sourabaja, 


Semarang and Batavia to greet some 
of our former acquaintances, and 
then took the train for Buitenzorg, 
that charming little city where the 
governor of the Dutch East Indies 
has his summer palace, situated in a 
.park of great trees, acres of lawns 
on which are many pet deer feed- 
ing. The governor's palace adjoins 
the botanical gardens, one of the 
finest gardens of the world. 


The entrance to the gardens takes 


one in a straight, wide walk border- 
ed by great clumps of bamboo, palms 
and giant trees, directly to the front 
entrance to the governor's home, 
but just as you "think you will soon 
walk up to the front door and ask 
for the governor, to tell him of the 
wonderful "Sunkist" oranges you are 
growing in Covina, you suddenly 
come to a soldier with a wicked- 
looking rifle, motioning you to turn 
to the right and follow that path in- 
to the gardens, which we decide to 
do. 


Seeing a little path some fifteen 


inches wide and paved with small 
round cobblestones, you walk a short 
distance down two dark walls of 
bamboo, touching their graceful 
branches above your head, to a small 
open spot where you find six tomb- 
stones marking the graves of some 
famous Dutch people, one evidently 
being a good citizen of Great Bri- 
tain, for the inscription says, "Here 
lies Col. Charles Brady, died in 1835, 
aged 51 years, greatly regretted by 
his friends and relatives." It was the 
only one written in English, and as 
the poor chap had been there 100 
years, we felt like congratulating 
him on having such a lovely last 
resting place. 


LOTUS POOL 


Continuing on until we got back 


into the main walk, a lovely lane 
some 12 feet wide, bordered on both 
sides by great trees, palms and in- 
teresting shrubs, we came to the 
famous lotus pool just in front of 
the governor's house, and quite near 
this was the lovely pond of great 
Victoria Regent water-lilies, having 
those great flat leaves, three to six 
feet in diameter, their edges turned 
up some three inches at i-ight angles 
to the big leaves, making a perfect 
saucer, with big white flowers. 


At the next section of the lovely 
little lake was a fine collection of 
beautiful water-lilies of many colors, 
aU in full bloom. Is it any wonder 
we wanted to sit on a comfortable 
bench under a shady chestnut tree 
and enjoy this unsurpassed view? 
Down the center of the botanical 
garden is a big stream of mountain 
water, rushing madly along, and un- 
der several ornamental suspension 
bridges we stood for some time 
watching the Javanese women swim- 
ming and bathing in the river, hav- 
ing a fine time while their clothes 
were drying on the grassy bank. No 
Jensen suits for these women, but 
they were having just as good a time 
as our folks do at home, and spent 
most of their time in the water, in- 
stead of on the shore. 


We are staying at the home of our 


good friend, Laida Knappert, to 
whom we sent the motorcycle, when 
she was doing Salvation Army work 
at Bourabajia. She now lives here 
with her mother in a small brick 
bungalow with a tile roof, and when 
I describe her home I describe that 
of most of the people of the better 
classes in Java. 


TYPICAL JAVA HOME 


The house has a big open porch, 


with a tile floor, a round table with 
four chairs around it, a bird cage, 
and a few pots of flowers being the 
only other furniture on the porch. 
Then back of the porch comes the 
one large room, usually the parlor 
or diningroom, the big front door 
being wide open so you can look 
right thru the house into the back 
garden. On one side of the house 
are the sleeping rooms, while the 
cooking is done on the back porch, 
or out in the servants' quarters at 
the rear, as everyone keeps a "baa- 
boo," or native servant (who would 
not, when their salary ranges from 
$5 to $10 per month?). The window 
openings very seldom have glass 
and no screens, as there are no flies 
here, so you protect yourself at night 
from the mosquitoes to the use of a 
heavy netting over your bed in a 
canopy. Shutters like the old-fash- 
ioned "blinds" keep the intruders 
out.In the garden of Miss Knappert's 
home was a fine tall coconut tree 
loaded with fruit, several bananas, 
a mangosteen, papayas, and a Ram- 
botan, all delicious fruit. At the 
back wall of their garden rushed a 
small mountain stream in a canyon 
covered with a deep jungle growth 
of trees and bamboo. The stream 
ran about fifteen feet below the wall 
the water making sweet music to 
sleep by. The furniture of the home 
is mostly of teakwood, with several 
neat tables and chairs of rattan, and 
plenty of bric-a-brac, which the 
Dutch brough from Holland, or of 
native types. 


0 


One afternoon we all took a taxi 


and drove out about two miles to 
have tea at the home of Miss Hol- 
land, an American woman, formerly 
a Methodist missionary, but now 
carrying on alone, "on her own" af- 
ter the church closed their missions 
in Java, the missions here all being 
Salvation Army now, and they are 
doing a splendid work. Miss Holland 
now has a girls' school with about 
fifty pupils, mostly Chinese, those 
who are able paying a small tuition, 
which enables her to carry on. 


CHINESE NEW YEAR 


While we were there is began to 


pour (not rain, just poured down) 
and we sat on the wide front ver- 
anda with several other friends who 
had dropped in to sse her, and vis- 
ited until it stopped pouring, and at 
eight oclock the Chinese celebrated 
their new year's with a big proces- 
sion, much as they did in Los An- 
geles in the early days. Numerous 
great Chinese lanterns, several bands 
of music (?), hundreds of Chinese 
in gay uniforms, mostly representing 
dragons, floats of paper and natural 
flowers, foods and incense. 


The Chinese think it a very for- 


tunate affair if it rains on their new 
year day, so the dampness did not 
deter from their celebration, only 
intensified it. The procession stop- 
ped at the shops and homes of the 
wealthier Chinese to partake of the 
feast of Chinese goodies, roast young 
pig, ducks, rice and all the other 
delicacies dear to a Chinese stom- 
ach. One group of young men had 
evidently been to see American films, 
as they were dressed like American 
Indians, with feathered headgear, a 
breech cloth of something else, but 
their bodies as black as shoe polish 
could make them, and how they 
danced and screamed as they par- 
aded down the narrow streets! 


When it was time to go home we 


had to walk about a half mile thru 
this parade and the crowds that fill- 
ed the street (all vehicles being pro- 
hibited) to get a taxi to take us 
home. Miss Knappert's fiance arriv- 
ed for over Sunday and we had a 
pleasant visit with them. The man 
is a radio expert in Batavia, and has 
invented several improvements for 
broadcasting stations. 


Nearby Miss Knappert's home is 


a big new plant of the Goodyear 
Rubber company, which is erecting 
a large factory for making tires from 
the native rubber. Close by are the 
great abattoirs of the Dutch govern- 
ment, who do all the killing of ani- 
mals for food. In the big park where 
the slaughter house is situated they 
have a nice long row of pretty tile- 
roofed bungalows for the homes of 
the employees, facing the street, 
while at. the rear of the park are 
the killing sheds—not much like our 
American abattoirs. 
In fact the 


whole planf~was"so~Tovely 'trom tne 
street front we could hardly realize 
it was a slaughter house. 


It was very interesting to sit. on 


the front porch and watch the 
crowds passing. 
.A heavy two- 


wheeled cart drawn but a water buf- 
falo came along with a load of roof- 
ing tile made in a nearby village. It 
stopped just opposite the house to 
rest the animal. Soon another sim- 
ilar cart came along, followed by 
six others, all stopping for ten min- 
utes to rest the animals. 


LAND OF BAMBOO 


Then came a great load of long, 


straight bamboo poles, on the same 
sort of cart, but drawn by men, who 
likewise stopped here to rest, smoke 
a few cigarettes, before starting on 
with their heavy loads. This is, in- 
deed, the land of the bamboo, for 
without it the natives could not 
live. It provides them with shelter, 
food and clothing, and grows every- 
where. The natives strip it into flat 
ribbons from which they make the 
neatly woven mats that make the 
outside walls of their houses. The 
long poles, split in the center, make 
the floors, posts and framework of 
the houses, while tile are laid on 
top of the bamboo poles to make a 
roof, and smaller ones make the 
beds, couch seats and other furniture 
which the native may wish. 


If you have never seen a forest of 


bamboo, you have not seen a jungle, 
and it makes one of the most pic- 
turesque features of Javanese scen- 
ery. 
Can you imagine anything 


more beautiful than hundreds of 
acres of rolling hill lands covered 
with bamboo, with an occasional 
coconut or beetlenut palm rising its 
head above the bamboo, deep can- 
yons whose walls are covered with 
a rank growth of ferns and moss, a 
mad stream rushing down at the 
bottom, to be used later on for the 
laundry, irrigating or drinking water 
as needed? We see dozens of just 
such pictures on the landscapes here 
and never tire of looking at them. 


Monday morning we took an early 


motor bus for Bandoeng, some 16C 
miles being thru just such granc 
scenery. We stopped at noon al 
Souknboemmi, where we changed 
to another bus and continued on 
thru gorgeous scenery, all the way 
passing numerous villages, our roac 
always being full of people on foot 
going here and there, carrying things 
the rice fields being full of people 
either harvesting or planting rice 
The planting is all done by women 
as it is a superstition that rice plant- 
ed by man will not produce a gooc 
quality, so the women must do this 
work. It is brought from the seed- 
beds where it is germinated, to the 
fields where it is planted, and each 
plant has to be set out separately 
in neat rows, about ten inches aparl 
each way. The men help by bring- 
ing the plants from the seedbeds 
and handing them to the women 
but the female hand is the one that 
must put it into the ground. The 
women stand in the water half way 
to their knees as they set out the 
tiny plants, the fields at both plant- 
ing and harvesting making a very 
colorful picture.. 


ROTAR.TAN FRIENDS 


We reached Bandoeng after a six- 


lours' ride thru lovely scenery of a 
wide variety, villages, people and 
animals enroute all adding to the 
charm. We went directly to the 
lome of our Rotarian friend, Neill 
Williams, a charming American man 
who has been over here for over 
eleven years in the engineering pro- 
'ession. We had a visit with him as 
we enjoyed our luncheon, talking 
over old times. He was born in San 
Francisco and has lived in many 
parts of the United States, with a few 
fears in England and Germany, and 
s comfortably situated here in the 
pretty little city of Bandoeng, which 
3eing some 2500 feet elevation, is 
nuch cooler than the coast cities 
ike Batavia, Semarabg or Souraba- 
jia. 


Mrs. Williams is now visiting with 


ber mother, who has a neat little 
aungalow in Pasadena, so we had a 
pleasant visit with Neill, as we had 
seen his wife just before we left. 
She returns here a little later on. 


TEA GROWING 


Although Bandoeng is less than 


twenty-five years old, it has a pop- 
ulation of over 16,000 people, is the 
seat of several government offices, 
has a fine zoo, museum, government 
building, library, churches, two big 
hotels, well paved streets and sev- 
eral parks, while back of the city 
rise the mountains much like our 
Sierra at home. One of the peaks 
has a volcano from which steam may 
be seen rising on any clear day. Mr. 
Williams took us on several lovely 
automobile rides about the city, and 
one day we drove out some fifty 
miles to a district where they raised 
the only tea, visiting one of the tea- 
packing houses, something like our 
packing houses in Covina. The tea- 
leaves are carefully picked by wo- 
men, put in big baskets some 24 
inches in diameter, and three and 
one-half feet long, which they hang 
on their backs as they walk down 
the rows of bushes on which the tea 
grows. When a basket is full it 
weighs about 150 pounds, and it is 
then carried by a man, who takes 
two of the heavy baskets, one at 
each end of a bamboo carrying pole, 
and goes to the packing house, or 
factory, as they call it, often carry- 
ing his load a distance of two miles. 
The tea is then put on shallow trays 
with woven wire bottoms to be wilt- 
ed, then thru a fermenting process, 
after which it is dried and screened 
into different grades, when it finally 
comes to the sorting room, where it 
is graded and sorted into different 
varieties. The finest tea is then- or- 
ange pekoe, being the inner tiny 
leaves of the tea, while the coarse 
leaves are sorted out for native use 
only. The sorting is done by about 
150 women, sitting on the cement 
floors, picking over each lot as they 
get it from the driers on flat round 
bamboo trays or baskets covered 
with thin muslin, all the time rolling 
the leaves over and picking out the 
stems. We spent a couple of inter- 
esting hours at this big plant, the 
superintendent being a Dutchman 
who could speak English quite well

was expressed Monday by C. C. Tea- 
gue, president of the California Fruit 


rowers Exchange. 
Teague declared for the marketing 


agreement at the opening session of 
a scheduled two-day hearing before 
he agricultural prorate commission 
n the California State building. He 
warned that the economic stability 
of the lemon industry is being im- 
periled by prevailing marketing con- 
ditions. 


"The California lemon industry is 


'acing a crisis and unless the ship-

Drought under orderly control the 
aeavy surplus that now exists will 
mean that all producers will have 
to produce at a loss for some years 
:o come, or until the industry goes 
;hru a painful process of the survival 
of the fittest," said Teague. 


Teague declared that the agree- 


ment among members of the Ex- 
change had resulted in an annual 
average surplus of 3506 cars being 
sent to a by-product plant. Grow- 
ers not belonging to the Exchange, 
nowever, have sent fruit on the pro- 
:ected market created by the agree- 
ment, he said. The surplus problem 
has become increasingly burden- 
some, he said, stating that at present 
there are 8484 carloads of lemons 
in storage in Exchange warehouses, 
compared with the five-year average 
of 3854 cars. 


"The indications are that the total 


production of lemons from Califor- 
nia for the 1934-1935 season will be 
27,000 carloads," he predicted. "The 
average consumption for the last six 
years was 16,595 cars, which means 
an indicated surplus of 62.69 per 
cent." 


Two-thirds of the growers, repre- 


senting 85 per cent of the 1935 lemon 
crop, have petitioned the prorate 
commission to apply the act to lem- 
ons, he said. 


Growers who do not belong to the 


Exchange were present to protest the 
prorate program and counsel for ob- 
jectors subjected Teague to a cross- 
examination on the cost of handling 
lemons in the by-product plant. 


On our way to the tea factory we 


called at the home of an English 
gentleman whose wife is a princess 
of Java. They have a delightfu! 
home, filled with lovely furniture 
paintings, bric-a-brac 
and other 


treasures, and were shown the pho- 
tographs of their three daughters, all 
married. The princess gave Anna a 
fine bouquet of flowers from her 
garden as we were leaving, and of 
course our English host saw to it we 
had refreshments, mostly liquid. It 
was quite a thrill to meet a real live 
princess, but I found her just as 
charming and human as any other 
woman. She could speak several 
languages and was well educated. 


While passing thru the tea-grow- 


ing areas we were about 5000 feet 
elevation, as the tea does not thrive 
so well at lower altitudes, and it 
was lovely and cool. Coming down 
the mountains we stopped at a small 
village where they were drying co- 
coa beans, the nuts growing in a 
large red pod much like our bell- 
peppers at home, only growing on 
large trees. 


At other places they were drying 


coconut meats from which copra is 
made, and in other villages were 
drying large trays of bettlenut for 
those who use the filthy stuff, and 1 
regret to say it is a habit indulged 
in by the women principally. 
. It is a problem to get the rice dry 
enough to thresh, and at nearly ev- 
ery village we saw quantities of the 
neatly-tied sheafs of rice spread on 
the ground to dry, to be hastily 
taken into the houses if it began 
raining, which it has a habit of doing 
every day. 


We had lunch at a small bungalow- 


hotel run by a Dutch retired soldier 
who spoke excellent English. His 
house was visited by the people 
from the hot cities who come here 
to cool off, its elevation being over 
5000 feet, and overlooking a lake on 
one side and wide expanse of jun- 
gles on the other. Returning to Ban- 
doeng by another road, we passed 
much of a similar scenery enroute, 
the new government radio station, 
which is always in communication 
with Europe and America, the race 
track, the big quinine factory run 
by the Dutch government, the army 
barracks and a fine big irrigation 
canal, bringing pure mountain water 
down to Bandoeng and Batavia. 


ROTARY MEETING 


That same evening Neill took us 


to call oil a Dutch gentleman, man- 
ager of the electric light and power 
bureau, who intends coining to 
America this summer to see how it 
is that Roy Harma can sell his elec- 
tricity so cheap, and as he is a fel- 
low Rotarian, I presume Roy will 
tell him all the secrets of his success 
Making our call rather brief anc 
getting only a glance at his home 
filled with real treasures, we hurried 
away to get ready for the meeting 
of the Rotary club at eight o'clock 
that evening at the- clubhouse, the 
first hour of which is spent in social 
visiting, mostly around little round 
tables, after which we were all feel- 
ing more sociable and ready for 
some food.

will sail for Singapore, our next 
stop, and for which stop we had to 
get an extra visa from the British 
consulate here in Batavia, just a 
little extra experience to be added 
to our trip, but necessary before we 
could board our ship for Singapore. 
We expect to get a big bunch of mail 
there, and we have had only one 
Covina letter since leaving home. 


As yesterday was our thirty-fifth 


wedding anniversary, we had a lit- 
tle tea-party celebrating it, in far- 
off Java.

Rights of States— 


Administration of their affairs by the peo- 


ple of a state is democracy; union of these 
states in a centralized power for the welfare 
of all is a republic; therefore the government 
of the United States of America is a demo- 
cracy within a republic, or a group of demo- 
cracies within a republic. 


The states are self-governing only during 


that time when they remain competent. When 
incapable of government the power is trans- 
ferred to the union of states. In the case of 
the states of the United States this has never 
been necessary in entirety, but has oftentimes 
been necessary in part. 


The case of a state is not essentially differ- 


ent from that of an individual. No govern- 
ment interferes with the private affairs of an 
individual as long as he remains competent. 
The government reserves the right, in the in- 
terests of the community, to administrate his 
affairs if or when he becomes incompetent. 
During this prolonged depression, states have 
shown a serious tendency toward incompe- 
tency. It. would be better to say that they 
have been impotent in the face of a major dis- 
aster. For this reason some of the functions 
of states have been taken over, or partially 
so, by the central power. 


But this is no criterion that state govern- 


ment is breaking down, any more than the 
administration of the affairs of a sick man by 
others is indication that he will not be cap- 
able again in the future to act for himself. 
»Iri the case of the state of Connecticut recent- 


"Education in school is not the proper 


medium to promote social change. To 
proclaim that education shall mould and 
shape political and economic forces is as- 
pirational and uninformed." 
These are the words of Prof. Jesse Williams 


of teachers' college, Columbia university. He 
believes that quackery may exist in colleges 
as in patent medicine. 


Well, of course that's true, but just what 


is the purpose of college training? "Non 
Schole Sed Vitae Discimus," reads the Latin 
scholastic admonition—"Not for School, But 
for Life We Are Learning." Are we never 
to apply anything that is taught in school? 
The process of education is a struggle for 
facts, and facts are of no value unless applied 
to life. Shall we continue to be governed by 
the so-called "practical" politician from the 
sidewalks of New York, or by the industrial- 
ist and banker who believes that whatever 
has been always will be, regardless of factual 
change? 
We have seen too much direct participation 


in government recently 
from 
university 


chairs, but the "brain trust" should be criti- 
cized for introducing theory before it becomes 
fact. 
, 
But if we are ever to get to that point where 


government ceases to lag behind trends, as 
shown so disastrously in this depression, we 
must depend more on factual findings and 
less upon political hunches and blind oppor- 
tunism. If the universities are to avoid any 
practical application of education, we should 
withdraw all students save those who are to 
live a life of leisure on inherited wealth. We 
need men and women trained to apply facts; 
to engage in creating new wealth and distri- 
buting it properly. We need fighters and 
thinkers, not complacent gentlemen who use 
their college degrees as an ornament.

It is safe to predict 
that, with amendments, it will be favored over 
the bill by Senator Olson, which is more 
drastic and less workable.

The Olson, or Epic 
bill, curiously enough, hits small incomes 
harder than the Chatters bill. Although the 
Epics would champion the cause of the hum- 
ble citizen, this bill would dig deeper into the 
lower income brackets. And this in the face 
of the fact that the people pay a heavy sales

TV wnen tnat, siaie reiuscu. w ^~~v~ —- -— - 
cation of federal funds, the situation is plainly 
that of an indication of the renewal of its own 
strength, and the bringing to bear of its own 
power to care for itself.

business is sick. But there are signs of con- 
valescence. Connecticut is sitting up and tak- 
ing notice of things again. Recovery will come 
to all eventually, and in the ratio that states 
recover, federal power should recede. 


It is somewhat amusing to reflect that the 


political party standing traditionally on the 
premise of inviolable states' rights should be 
in power at a time when the rights of states 
have been relinquished or appropriated to a 
degree never before reached in the history of 
the nation. But this is not important if we 
keep in mind that as soon as the patient is 
able to care for his own affairs he will be al- 
lowed to return to that duty.

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Burr clover and filaree stand rank and high 


this spring in the hills, as result of the un- 
usually long and beneficial rainy season. 


Roadside areas and neglected sidewalk 


spaces are covered with a luxuriant over- 
growth of weeds and wild oats, the most 
heavy tangle seen in the southland in many 
years. And the April showers of this past 
week will accentuate it. 


Luckily, human beings have no control 


over the weather. If they possessed such 
power it is conceivable that the great influ- 
ence of the Los Angeles chamber of com- 
merce would pull most of the rainfall of the 
country to southern California, and likely 
enough, they would overdo it, as they have 
overstepped in some other things. 


But if we could have had the ordering ot 


the rains this year we could not have im- 
proved on nature's distribution. The rainfall 
has been stretched over a period from No- 
vember to April, with plenty of time between 
storms to keep a proper balance. Nature has 
been very kind to California this year. 


Permanent Values— 


Thirty-one million dollars is coming to Cali- 


fornia for grade crossing elimination, high- 
ways and storm drains from the forty-eight 
hundred million dollar federal relief bill, it 
was indicated this week. 


We should remember that such work is not 


only relief from present conditions, but con- 
tains much permanent improvement to en- 
rich the future. One item that we should call 
an asset is that grade crossing elimination 
will save lives, and human life is actually 
worth saving from the economic as well as 
moral angle. 
Everything we can clo to cut clown the 


frightful cost of traffic accidents will help us 
to accumulate wealth as well as removing 
some of the untold misery and grief caused 
by this slaughter in the streets. 


"Wealth of Nations" over one hundred years 
ago, pointed out what should be evident to 
all, that taxes are imposed on that which is 
consumed, not on what is produced. The 
poorest consume the most of the necessities of 
life. The poor, or the ones only moderately 
possessed of wealth, pay seven-eights of the 
taxation, because they consume seven-eighths 
of the products. It is impossible to shift the 
burden by "soaking the rich." All taxation is 
included in the price of the commodity, and 
the rich, because they are few, are in reality 
poor prospects for the raising of public rev- 
enue. 
Taxes on large incomes are advisable as a 


method of distributing accumlated wealth, 
and to augment the tax flow. But there is no 
such thing as bringing about an escape by 
the poor from taxation by raising the percen- 
tage in the higher income brackets. Years 
ago a pamphlet was written entitled, "Jones 
Pays the Freight." The common average man 
pays all the freight when he buys the product 
that has been shipped. It is in the cost, and 
has to be. The common or average man pays 
the taxes of this country or any other. He 
consumes the most, and is therefore taxed the 
most. 


Guard Regiments— 


Existence of more than one regiment of 


National Guard in southern California is not 
known to the Los Angeles newspapers. They 
never mention any contingent except that of 
the 160th, "Los Angeles' Own." 


In recent maneuvers, the Los Angeles news- 


papers featured the 160th in pictures and lav- 
ish textual flattery, but the army tacticians 
quietly rated the 185th regiment with higher 
marks. The 185th is made up of companies 
from the small cities and towns of Los An- 
geles county. Brigadier General Storey re- 
cently told the rank and file of the 185th that 
their ratings were second to none in the state. 


Publicity is not highly important in train- 


ing troops, but it is an equation in morale. 
Someone having state authority should try 
to impress it upon the metropolitan newspa- 
pers that the 160th may justly be "Los An- 
geles' Own," but it is not the only guard regi- 
ment in the southland. This undoubtedly will 
be a shock to Los Angeles news-rooms, but 
we do not think it is impossible to make them 
believe it.

Narcotic Farm at 
padra to Be 
Established 


A step toward the establishment of 


a state farm for narcotic addicts 
near Spadra, in the hills south of 
Covina, was taken on Monday when 
the state legislature passed in com- 
mittee a bill authorizing such a 
movement. 


This measure provides for the 


Farm as a medium for treatment of 
narcotic addicts, in addition and 
supplementary to the existing state 
hospital, which the state has suc- 
cessfully 
maintained for 
several 


years at Spadra. 


Provision for the continuation of 


the hospital work is made in Gov- 
ernor Merriam's budget for tha com- 
ing biennium. Governor Merriam 
has gone on record as strongly in fa- 
vor of the work there accomplished 
and of the management of the hos- 
pital and Pacific Colony, under di- 
rection of Dr. Thomas Joyce, the 
medical superintendent. 


The farm as established under 


Senator Young's bill would be pro- 
vided on the Spadra grounds by the 
director of state institutions, with ap- 
proval of the state board of control. 


The bill would empower the sup- 


erintendent to provide farm employ- 
ment for inmates under healthful 
conditions, and to supply for state 
institutions articles to be there 
manufactured as the conditions shall 
warrant. 


The chief.purpose is to find a way 


to give substantial treatment to in- 
mates in the "open air," along lines 
which have been found of practical 
benefit in the rehabilitation of nar- 
cotic drug addicts. The bill is mod- 
eled somewhat after the methods 
adopted for the federal narcotic 
farms at Lexington, Kentucky, and 
at Fort Worth, Texas. The Leaven- 
worth institution, now ready, is to 
accommodate some 1000 inmates.

The crop represents a tonnage 9 


per cent less and a value 20.5 per 
cent less than the 1933 crop, the 
large difference in value being due 
to the extreme difference in quality 
of walnuts. The quality of the 1933 
crop was the best in years, while the 
1934 crop was the poorest since 1931, 
when the association shipped 67.6 
per cent of the total to the cracking 
plant as culls. 


Comparing the records on quality 


of walnuts for the past two crops, 
the association's shipments on buds 
was 94.1 per cent Diamonds, 4.08 per 
cent Emeralds, and 1.82 per cent 
Suntand during 1933, as against only 
19.77 
per cent Diamonds, 63.35 per 


cent Emeralds and 14.88 per cent 
Suntand for 1934; seedling shipments 
averaged 9.2 per cent Diamonds, 66 
per cent Emeralds, and 24.8 per cent 
Suntand for 19b3, as against no Dia- 
monds, 41.35 per cent Emeralds, and 
58.65 per cent Suntand for the past 


2ason. 
The decline in quality of the 1934 


crop was first started by hot weather 
during the last days of July, follow- 
ed by high humidity and a rain dur- 
ing harvest, which set up a molding 
condition within the nuts. In a few 
cases where growers used ethylene 
gas in loosening the green husks on 
walnuts, their harvest was advancec 
and the molding condition was re- 
tarded to the extent that better 
quality was maintained. 


The small yield was the effect o: 


unfavorable weather conditions dur- 
ing the winter months, which causec 
delayed foliation of trees, resulting 
in a poor setting of nuts in the tops 
of trees. 


The crop averaged exceptionally 


high for large sizes, which offset to 
a certain degree some of the poor 
quality. Buds averaged 85.2 per cen 
large, 14.35 per cent mediums, anc 
.45 per cent babies, while seedlings 
averaged 88.68 per cent No. 1's and 
11.32 per cent babies. 


Grading records show an average 


of 22.4 per cent culls and blows of 
the total walnuts delivered, 34 per 
cent on seedlings, "nd 19 per cent 
on buds, as against 29.9 per cent for 
seedlings and 15.13 per cent on buds 
for the 1933 crop. 


From all walnuts received, 1.92 


per cent were sent direct to the 
cracking plant, as against 1.3 per 
cent in 1933. These nuts contained 
too large a percentage of worms and 
mold to warrant processing, how- 
ever, each lot was handled separate- 
ly and will be paid for on the basis 
of value actually credited said lot 
by Central. 


The association supervised and fi- 


nanced the spraying of 3679 acres 
for control of codling moth; also the 
dusting of 2848 acres for control of 
aphis, 174 acres being treated twice

Yesterday we were feeling sad. A 


man talked right up to our face and

The story illustrates the import- 


ance of the merchants' division of 
:he chamber of commerce so well 
that we are going to tell it. A few 
days ago a stranger calling himself 
Captain Something-or-Other drifted 
into Covina, saw that the merchants 
looked prosperous, and decided that 
it would be an easy job to relieve 
them of some of their prosperity. His 
plan was that he would buy space in 
the Argus for 35 cents an inch and 
sell the same space to the merchants 
for $5, the special attraction being 
that he would drive an automobile 
up Citrus avenue blindfolded at four 
o'clock 
Saturday 
afternoon. 
Of 


course the people would come from 
miles around to see a wonderful 
sight like that and the stores would 
be jammed, or sumpin'. 


But the strange part is that sev- 


eral business men fell for his plan, 
more to get rid of him than any- 
thing else, probably. Wednesday, af- 
ter he sold most of his space, he 
came to the Argus office with his 
copy. We looked it over, asked him 
if he had the approval of the cham- 
ber of commerce advertising com- 
mittee, and when he said he had not 
heard of it, we told him we would 
not run the advertising. 


"Your advertising space is for sale, 


ain't 'it?" he asked, and when we 
told him it was he added, "Well, if 
I buy it what business is it of yours 
what I put in it?" We had to tell 
him again thatVe considered it graft 
advertising and would not run it, and 
then it was he called us a "country 


hick." and we were told that we 
were not the only newspaper in Co- 


ina. 
That made us mad. We went over 


to -see Frank McElfresh, chairman 
of the merchants' committee of the 
chamber, and also got rid of some of 
our feelings on Clyde Custer. They 
both got busy immediately. In the 
meantime that "Captain" and his 
helper called on Bill Edgett, had a 
near-fight with Bill. 


After they had gone out Bill called 


Big Bill Peterson, the fighting baker, 
and told him about it. Pete let the 
word go out that he would like to 
see the advertising and before long 
the "Captain" showed up at the bak- 
ery. The first thing Pete asked for 
was his license to peddle advertising, 
and was told that he did not need a 
license as he was working for a Co- 
vina newspaper and showed a list of 
names to prove it. Pete wasn't satis- 
fied and instead of backing down hej 
took the two over to the city hall 
to interview the police, where "a 
pleasant time was enjoyed by all" 
except the two strangers. 


The upshot of it all was that be- 


fore the evening was over the cham- 
ber of commerce committee had 
called on the business men who had 
taken ads and when the deal was 
explained to them, they all with one 
accord withdrew their advertising 
and the wonderful show will not take 
place Saturday afternoon, and in- 
stead of the vast throng milling the 
streets they will be in the stores 
making their Saturday purchases. 


And the moral for the business 


men is this: When a stranger drops 
in on you with some advertising 
plan, just ask him if he has the ap- 
proval of the chamber of commerce 
advertising committee. It can't hurt 
anyone's feelings and it will save 
you a lot more than your dues to 
the chamber.

Covina city officials, when asked 


about the meeting, had nothing to 
say, except that they had done all 
they could to find some means of 
securing a sewer outlet whereby the 
city could use the system completed 
last fall. Mayor Maxfield, who has 
been the prime mover in securing 
disposal for the city, feels that there 
will never be a better time than the 
present to complete the project be- 
cause of the opportunity for federal 
aid under the relief program, in 
which water and sewer projects are 
given preference by the government 
in making their allotments for pub- 
lic works financing. 


Councilman Joe Laycook has been 


investigating the possibility of secur- 
ing concerted action on the part of 
the valley cities with a view of se- 
curing an ocean outfall, or the con- 
struction of a plant that would serve 
the entire district and be located at 
some point where it would not be 
objectionable. This plan has also 
been suggested by several Baldwin 
Park citizens and will probably be 
discussed at the coining meeting of 
the committees from the two cities.

total cost of material and application 
of $1 per acre. The average cost of 
spraying was $5.57 per acre, the 
maximum cost for large trees being 
$10.66 per acre and the minimum 
cost on small trees $1.69 per acre. 


One hundred sixteen acres of seed- 


ling trees have been pulled out since 
harvest and the records show that 
acreage legally withdrawn from the 
association has been offset by acre- 
age of new members. There are 6508 
producing acres of walnuts in the 
association, represented by 372 mem- 
bers. 


The total local operating expense 


for processing the 1934 crop, includ- 
ing labor and material for banding 
trees on codling moth control work 
was $40,085.75, or $16.94 per ton on 
all walnuts processed; this amoun 
was reduced by customary use o 
house cull value to $22,190.89. Thi 
amount is equal to 4.5 per cent o 
the total value of the crop and was 
charged against growers' accounts a 
the rate of $9.47 per ton. 


The board of directors has set 


two reserve accounts during the pas 
two years, one amounting to $750C 
which was taken from the house cu! 
value of the 1932 and 1933 crops. Th 
purpose of this reserve is to creat 
a fund for financing the purchase o 
spraying and dusting materials fo 
members' pest control program. Las 
season $19,000 was borrowed for tbi 
purpose from the Berkeley Bank fo 
Cooperatives at the rate of 3 per cen 
interest.

$3793.96 was charged against all un 
paid accounts at the rate of Va pe 
cent per pound on all door deliverie 
From this fund the association wa 
able to finish paying off all of thei 
indebtedness of $2500 and leave 
balance of $1293.96 on hand for plan 
replacement.
